To the whole 
American people the absolute sine 
qua non of any assistance must de 
the immediate release of the Amer- 
icans now held prisoner in Russia. 
Once thjs step has been taken, the 
American Relief Administration, :

by the ,generosity of the American 
people, has funds in hand by whic:

MAJ, CAMPBELL TELLS 
OF ‘FRIENDSHIP GAMBLE? 


Officer Accused by Mrs. Bergdoll 
Brings Father in as Witness 
to Show Source of Money. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—William 
R. Campbell of Lexington, Ky., fa- 


ther of Maj. Bruce R. Campbell, to 
whom Mrs. Emma C. Bergdoll says 
she gave $5000 to aid in obtaining 
freedom for Grover Bergdoll, slack- 
er, told a House Investigation Com- 
mittee today that the Major was 
telling the truth last week when he 
testified about a $500 investment in- 
creasing to $6000. Maj. Campbell, 
now stationed at Camp Pike, Ark., 
said this accounted for a deposit to 
his account of $4500 at about the 
time of the alleged payment. Camp- 
bell has denied that Bergdoll’s moth- 
er gave him $5000, as she testlifed. 
The money, his father said, was 
placed with Milton Young, a race- 
horse man at Lexington, in 1915. 
Two years later, he added, Young 
gave him a package containing the 
larger amount, which was turned 
over to Maj. Campbell. / 
Campbell was examined first b: 
his son, who had previously testi- 
fied that the money was kept in his 
home during the war and placed last 
year with a Wall gtreet house and 
lost in speculation. The father said 
he did not know what form of spec- 
uviation the $6500 took in Young's 
hands. He did not think the fund 
grew from racetrack winnings. 
While the committee was in ses- 
sion Maj. Campbell received a tele- 
gram from a national bank at New 
York saying that in 1917 there was 
deposited with that bank $5037 to 
the account of Laura Campbell, his 
wife. The telegram corroborated 
Maj. Campbell's testimony last week 
to this effect.
